Smile! You're now on HPD’s body-worn camera

Seventy-seven Honolulu 
police officers Monday be- 
gan testing body-worn cam- 
eras in a 30-day pilot project, 
making the Honolulu Police 
Department the last in the 
state to use the cameras. 


The project stalled in Sep- 
tember due to technical is- 
sues regarding storage of 
the videos, said Capt. Rade 
Vanic, who has been work- 
ing on the project since tak- 
ing over the job from Maj. 
Andrew Lum. 

The department has been 
working on getting a body- 


cam pilot project up and 
running for the last 1-1/2 to 
two years, and the timeline 
had been set, so the timing 
is unrelated to the new chief 
being sworn in last week, 
Vanic said. 

HPD selected Axon from 
four vendors and its Body 2 
camera, which was unveiled 
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hen Hawaii’s last monarch, 
Queen Lili‘uokalani, died in 
1917, church bells rang out 
across the islands she 
once ruled. 

On Saturday — the 100th anniver- 
sary of the monarch’s death — the 
sound of church bells will be heard 
again as Hawaii’s last sovereign is re- 
membered during Aloha Lili‘u, a formal 
observance of the queen’s life and leg- 
acy. 

The public is being invited to gather 
with members of the royal orders and 
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Monday at a news confer- 
ence at the main station. 

The Kauai and Maui po- 
lice departments as well as 
large departments such as 
the Los Angeles Police De- 
partment have also selected 
Axon, which is a leader in 
body-worn cameras, Vanic 
said. 


“We’re hoping to reduce 
the number of complaints,” 
both against officers and 
members of the public, 
Vanic said, which he ac- 
knowledged could change 
the way civilians behave. 

Police are not required to 
disclose to civilians when 
they are being recorded, 


which includes audio and 
video. A light on the camera 
will illuminate when the 
camera is recording. 

“If you see an officer and 
the camera is on, you’re be- 
ing recorded,” Vanic said.

societies, cultural practitioners, lead- 
ers of the alii trusts and other dignitar- 
ies at the queen’s promenade and 
statue on the grounds of the state Capi- 
tol at 8 a.m. Saturday. 

“She was an extraordinary queen 
who demonstrated the qualities that 
are the best in all of us: justice, com- 
passion, humanity and forgiveness,” 
said state Sen. Brickwood Galuteria, 
co-organizer of Aloha Lili‘u. 

Hundreds of churches around the 
state are expected to toll their bells 100 


times at 8:30 a.m. — the time of day 
Lili‘uokalani died on Nov. 11, 1917. 

In addition to the bells, the program 
will feature 100 conch shell blowers 
and 100 hula dancers and chanters 
who will pay homage to the queen, 
along with drums that will sound 100 
times. 

The event will also showcase pieces 
written by Lili‘uokalani and performed 
by Hawaiian musicians Marlene Sai, 
Manu Boyd, Owana Salazar and the 
Aloha Lili‘u Choir led by Nola Nahulu.

Born Lydia Kamakaeha in 1838, she 
became crown princess in 1877 follow- 
ing the death of her youngest brother, 
putting her next in line for the throne 
held by her elder brother, King Kala- 
kaua. 

The Kamehameha dynasty had ruled 
a unified Hawaiian kingdom since 1810. 
But by the time Lili‘uokalani became 
queen in 1891, a new Hawaiian Consti- 
tution had undercut much of the mon- 
archy’s powers. 

When she tried to restore those pow- 
ers, a coup — supported by U.S. Ma- 
rines — deposed her in 1893 before a
